4. Code Series K001-N700 Key Blank HO01T5 High Security Track Key. 


5. The opening method will be Technique LS-1. 


Vehicle Opening 
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6. String the cord through the middle 
hole of the tool. Then carefully insert 
the HPC CO73 Lasso into the vehicle 


between the door and frame. 


If necessary lightly lubricate the tool or 
use the HPC AW99 Air Wedge to assist. 


7. When the tool is fully inserted, 
pull the cord to form a lasso and 
lower it over the lock button. 


8. Carefully slide the tool out of the 


vehicle while allowing more string 


into the vehicle. Cords should remain 


lassoed around the lock button. 


9. When the tool is pulled out of the 
vehicle, feed it between the two cords. 
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10. Pull the cord until the knot passes 
through the door frame and tightens 
around the lock button. 


11. While keeping the lasso tight, pull 


the cords up on an angle, lifting the 


button and unlocking the door. 


12. Removing the ignition lock. 
Push downward on tilt and telescoping 
steering wheel lever. Pull out 
and lift up on steering wheel, 
then relock in place. 


13. Remove three Philips (P-2) screws 
on bottom portion of steering column 
shroud. Unsnap top portion of shroud
